~ Twodaysatier, a printed Preclematicn was procured 
— by fome ot the Council, dated the rath of Febraary, 1688. 
whereby their Majefties confirmed all Sherifts, Juftices of 
the Peace, CollkQors and Receivers of the Revenues, ec. 
being Proteftants ; which was forth -with publifhed-at the 
City Hall by the Mayor and Alder-men, accompanyed 
--avith the Council, and meft of the chief Citizens and 
Merchants. And purfuant thereunto the Colle€tor, Mat. 
Plowman, being a Pap:ft, was torth-with fulpendd by 
the Convention; ard Coll. Bayard, Alder-man, Pant 
Richards, Capt. Thomas Wiabam, and Licut. John Haynes, 
Merchants, were by them commiffionated and appointed 
to colieét the Revenue until Orders. fhould arrive from 
England. Whereupon thole Gentlemen were fworn by 

~ Coll. Cortland, then Major of the City, they being the 
 firft inthis Province thar took the Cathes to their Mae 
jefties appointed by AG ‘ct Parliament, inftcad of the 
Oathes ot Allegiance and Supreamacy. 

But as foonasthofe Gentlemen encered upon the Office, 
Capt. Leyfer witha party of his Menin Arms, and Drink, 
fell ppon them atthe Cuftom-Hotle, and with Naked 
Swords beat them thence, endeavourirg 10 Maflacree fome 
of them, which were Relcged by Providence. Where-

By whieh 
means many of the Inhabitants, tho’ ithey -abhor’d his.

fubmit and Ggn to whatever hecommanded. rhe 
And.though Capt. Lep/ler had at firft fo violently oppos 
fed the collecting of the Revenue, alledging it unlawful, 
as foon as his. Wines were, landed, and that he gor into’ 
fome Power, he forth-with fet up for himfelf the colleé- ° 
ing of faid Revenue by Peter d’ Lanzoy, allowing him a 
preat Sallary, and all the Perquifits of that Oifice. 2

fizned to deliver on the following Morning to the Gentle- 
men of the Council, to whom they rroperly cid belong, 
being an anfwer totheir faid Letter; but was obftructed 
therein by faid Leyfler, who fent a party of his Men in 
Arms, and brought faid R’ggs tothe Fort, where he forced 
faid Letters from him, though fome Gentlemen of rhe 


Council, that went the fame time cothe Fort, prorefted 


againg it, but hedrove them out of the Fort, calling them 
Rogues, Pap'ffs, andother opprobious Names. . 
Soon after the Receipt of faid Letrers. faid Capt. Ley/ler 
filed himfelf Lieatenant Governour, appointed a Council, 
and prefumed further co calla {elect Number of his own 
Party, who called themfelves Tée General Aljembly of the 
Province, and by their advice and alfiftance raifed feveral 
Taxes and great Sums of Moncey from their Majeftics 
good SubjeGts within this Province. Which Taxes, to- 


— gether with that 773/. 12s. in Money, which he had 


{eized from the Government, and the whole Fevenue, 
he apply ed to his own ufe, and to maintain faid Dilorders, 
allowing his p-vate men 18d. per Day, and to others

Outrages; And to give one 


Inffance of many others, A Party of twelve Men were 
quartered at the Houle of Coll. Bayard, with directions 


to pillage and plunder at difcretion, which was bought of 


with Money and plentiful Eatertainment. But the fame . 


day, when that party had received their Money, another 


party came in with Naked Swords, opened feveral Cham- 


bers and Chefts in faid Houle, anddid Roband carry away — 


what Money and other Goods they found. 

At the fame time Coll Bayard and Mr. WVicolls were 
sakcen,. (tri@ ‘earch was made for Coll.

The French Minifters, Mr. Perret and Mr. De/lie had fome 
better Quarters, but were often threatned to be profecuted 
in like manner, becaufe they would not approve of his 
Power and diforderly proceedings. | 
None in the Province, but thofe of his FaCtion, had any 
fafecy in their Eftates; for faid Capt..Leyfler, at will and 
pleafure, fent tothofe who difapproved of his A€tions, to 
fu nifb him with Money, Provifions, and what elfe he 
‘wanted, andupon denyal, fent armed men oat of the 
“Fort, and forcibly broke open: feveral Houfes, Shops, 
Cellars, Veffeis, and other places, where they expected to 
be fuppiyed, and without any the lea‘! payment or fatis- 
faGtion, carr‘ed their Plunder ro the Fort ; all whch was 
extreamly appreved of by thofe poor Fellows which he 
hadabout him, and was forced co feed and maintain; and

Sir, All what is here fet down is True, and can be 
proved and jultitied by the Men of greatett ?robiry and heft 
Figure amongttus. Jf I were to give a particular Nar. 
racive of all che Cruelties and Robberies perpetrated upoa.

nion and Judgment of the General Affembly of this Pros — 
wince, of allthofediforderly Proceedings, for which-thule 
ewo have fuffered Jcath, and their Sencence was fince 
approved by Her Mayefty, of ever blefled Memory, in

- Many worthy Proteftasts in England, and other Pare

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efithe world, being fiacerely devoted to his Majefties In- 
-tereft, have yet notwithftanding (unacquainted with our 
~ Circumfances, andnot ducly apprized of the truth) been 
more ealily induced to give credit to the falfe Gloffes and 
Calumnies of byaffed and difaftected Perfons from this 
Province.
